STATEMENT OF UNINTENTIONAL DELAY 

The following is a showing of the cause of unintentional delay in the filing of a response 
to the June 18, 2004 Office Action for U.S. Patent Application Serial No.: 10/063,797, entitled 
"Detachable Accessory Holder". 

On June 18, 2004, the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office issued a first office action for 
Patent Application Serial No. 10/063,797 (hereinafter "the application"), which was received by 
the attorneys then of record, Howrey Simon Arnold & White (hereinafter "Howrey") on June 22, 
2004, and entered into their docketing system. One month after the office action, more than 
1,200 patent prosecution files, including this file, were transferred from Howrey to the present 
firm, Locke Liddell & Sapp (hereinafter "Locke"). Because of the large influx of files, Locke 
hired additional staff to assist with the file intake. In entering and docketing these files from the 
transfer into the Locke system, the docketing personnel apparently did not follow established 
Locke procedures in proper docketing, and an entry noting that a response was due was not 
generated. A Response to the June 18, 2006 Office Action was therefore unintentionally not 
filed. When the Notice of Abandonment was mailed by the PTO to Locke on December 28, 
2004, it was docketed as received by Locke in January of 2005. Contrary to the standard 
procedures, the notice was not investigated and, without further investigation, the docketing 
personnel noted the abandonment, placed the notice in the file, and shipped the file to offsite 
storage. These docketing issues have since been rectified. 

During a recent audit of this client's prosecution files, it became apparent this file had 
been abandoned. The file was diligently retrieved from offsite storage and inspected further. It 
was discovered that the abandonment was unintentional as a result of errors in following the 
docketing procedures and filing protocols and caused by the unintentional lack of filing the 
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Petition to Revive - Unintentional 
U.S. Appl. No.: 10/063,797 



Response to the Office Action. Further, these procedures and protocols have been supplemented 
with additional safeguards. 

With this discovery, we promptly drafted the attached response to the outstanding Office 
Action, and prepared the accompanying Petition to Revive Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b). 

Therefore, and in light of the above details of the cause of the unintentional 
abandonment, we respectfully petition for the revival of this application, and allow prosecution 
to be resumed.
